Local 


Plant—The Record For the 


Past Year. 


The annual meeting of the stock­ 
holders of the Rushville Co-Operative 
Telephone company last night at the 
assembly room m the court house was 
attended only by a small percentage 
of the stockholders. 
The reports sub- 
mi fcted by the officers show that the 
company si in good condition financial 
ly and th a tit is growing steadily. 
Secretary Dale’s seport shows that 
during the past year the expenses de­ 
creased considerably. 
The decrease in 
merchandise was $1744.84; labor'de­ 
crease, $468.40; local exj»ense decrease, 
$226.114. 
The increase in the toll and 
phone rental was $2400 during the year 
or $200 per month. 
The receipts for the year were as 
follows: Amount on hands, $440.18 
toll rent, $15,087.75; supplies sold, 
$595.12; 
stock, $2462.50. 
The total 
expenses for the year, including the 
improvements, made to the plant were 
$18,585.50. 
T. M. Green presided at 
the meeting and O. M. Dale acted as 
secretary. 
Owen L. Carr, John H. Frazee and 
John Kelley wore the three directors 
elected. 
The other four, T. M. Green, 
Ben. Ij. MeFarlan, H. E. Barrett and 
W. D. Hoot are hold over directors, 
having been elected last year. 
The selection of the auditing com­ 
mittee for the ensuing year was taken 
under advisement. 
During the past year the plant lias 
been Improved as follows: 4250 feet of 
125 pair cable, 1884 feet of 100 pair 
cable, 1150 feet of 75 pair cable, 4865 
feet of 50 pair cable, 7428 feet of 25 
pair cable have been purchased and 
added to the system. 
Ten thousand 
feet of % in. messenger wire, 18,500 
feet of \ 
iu messenger 
wire, 
22 
new cable houses, one 300 pair Ameri 
can. Electric Fuse Co. 's combine 1 cal - 
ie terminal and cross connecting rack 
with self-soldering heat coil and car­ 
bon arrostor at a cost of $7000 have 
alio %been installed. 
This work was 
done in order to take on more phones, 
and to protect the line from the wires 
of the I. & O. Traction company’s 
wires. 
A 100 drop section has been 
added to the switch board with a new 
set of transfer jacks and (lamps at a 
cost of $800. 
Three miles of poles 
have been set between this citv and 
Milroy and 28 miles of metalic lines 
Lave been strung. 
One hundred and 
thirty-one 
phones 
have 
been ad­ 
ded to the Milroy plant. 
The* total 
cost erf the additions to the Rushville 
plant was $9240. 
The 
local system 
now includes 180^bosiness phones, 865 
residence and 109 country phones—a 
total of 805.

As announced in the Republican last 
Tuesday, the Indianapolis & Cincin­ 
nati Traction company will, on Mon­ 
day, April 17th, lower the running 
time of the schedule 
now in effcet 
for | between this city and 
Indianapolis 
the from three hours to two and one-half 
hours. 
Beginning on that day cars will 
leave this company's depot in this city 
and Indianapolis 
Terminal 
station 
every one and one-half hours. 
The 
first car will leave at 6 a. m. ; the 
second at 7:80, the third at 9, the 
fourth at 10:80, the fifth at 12, aud so 
on until 9:80 p. m. The last car 
leaves Indianapolis at 10: 30 p. m. 
The shortening of the schedule is 
but the first of a series of steps to re­ 
duce the running time between this 
city and Indianapolis to 1 hour, and 
it will be followed by another reduc­ 
tion within a few months, or in other 
words as soon as the track can be 
placed in better condition. 
|£T'he reduction in the running time 
and the time of leaving the two stations 
will be greatly appreciated by Husli- 
villc people, who have been in the 
habit of riding on the cars and who 
have been considerably fatigued by 
the tiresome journey. 
The jatronage 
of the line too will, no doubt, be in­ 
creased, considerably by the shorten­ 
ing of the time. 
Since the ballasting of the line with 
the first coat of gravel has been com­ 
pleted between Julietta and the junc­ 
tion the cars are able to make faster 
time and it was through this fact that 
the conqiany was able to reduce the 
i schedule. 
Work is progressing nicely 
on the Big Four and Belt viaducts, 
I and it is thought that by June the 
Rushville cars will be able to enter 
! the city. A change of cars

j still made necessary.

The acreage in wheat is small as 
compared with that of other years, 
but, with rare exceptions, the crop in 
all sections is reported in excellent 
condition and never more promising 
at this season of the year. 
Clover and other hay and pasture 
crops, and rye, passed through the 
winter without injury and are ail in 
prime condition.

ing in ths tubes a short time, ties cut 
from beech, elm and other common

woods, 
come 
out 
thoroughly blackened and will last for 
a long period of years. 
The cost of creosoting, however, is 
considerable and the railroads 
are 
planting vast tracts of waste land with 
catalpa and other species of quick 
growing, yet enduring woods, for fu 
ture use.

A misunderstanding seems to have 
grown out of some of the provisions of 
the codification act relative to cities 
and town, passed by the last legisla­ 
ture. 
Under this provisions the office of 
city treasurer in cities of the first, 
second and third 
classes 
will 
be 
abolished when th© terms of office of 
the present incumbents expire. 
In cities of the fifth class (all cities 
of ten thousand or less according to 
the last government census) the act 
provides for the election of a mayor, 
a city clerk, a city treasurer, one 
councilman from*each ward and half 
as many counci linen at large as there 
are wards in the city, omitting the 
fractions. 
County treasurers perform the duties 
of city treasurers in cities of tlie first, 
second and third classes, and the qffice 
of city treasurer will be abolished in 
cities of thoee>lasses after the election 
and upon the expiration of the terms 
of office of the present incumbents. 
In cities of the fourth and fifth 
classes and in 
cities of all classes 
which are not county neats the office 
of city treasurer is not abolished by 
tlie codification act. 
The following is the classification of 
cities, based upon the populatibn as 
shown by the last United States cen­ 
sus, as provided by the codification 
a rt: 
First class—all cities of over 100.000 
population. 
Second class—all cities of 25,000 and 
less than 45,000 population. 
Fourth class—All cities of 10,000 and 
less than 25,000"population. 
Fifth class—all cities of less than 
10,000 fxipulation.

ted that grain alcohoLcould be made to 
sell for nine or ten cents a gallon by 
m ixing 
w ith 
ten 
per cent, wood 
alcohol aud 
coloring the m ixture. 
It would become unfit for drinking 
and easily distinguished from other 
alcohol. 
As compared w ith kerosene 
at fourteen to fifteen cents a gallon, 
this product would have its advan­ 
tages, as it does not greatly vitiate 
the air aud there is no danger of ex­ 
plosion.

Indianapolis. April 15.—The acts of 
the Indiana general assembly for 1905 
will probably be promulgated about 
the middle of next week. Copies were 
sent to each county several days ago. 
and ak soon as reports are received 
from the proper county officials show­ 
ing that every county has copies, the 
governor will issue a proclamation 
stating that the laws are in effect. 
It 
has been thought that the proclama­ 
tion would be Issued next Tuesday, 
but it will depend of course on wheth­ 
er or not all counties have receipted 
for their copies.
